SHAVUOTH  (FEAST  OF  WEEKS) 
JUNE  3 AND  4 

The  Festival  of  Shavuoth  (Feast  of 
Weeks)  begins  on  the  sixth  day  of  Sivan. 
It  is  ushered  in  this  year  on  Thursday  even- 
ing, June  2,  and  lasts  for  two  days.  Yizkor 
services  are  held  on  the  second  day. 

This  holiday  is  one  of  the  Shalosh 
Regalim  or  Pilgrimage  Festivals  (the  others 
being  Passover  and  Succoth)  when  the  Jew- 
ish farmers  of  old  from  every  town  and 
hamlet  came  streaming  to  Jerusalem  with 
their  first  ripened  crops,  their  gifts  to  G-d 
for  a plentiful  harvest.  It  is,  therefore,  also 
called  Hag  Hakatzir,  meaning  ‘Harvest 
Festival’  and  Hag  Habikkurim — ‘Festival 
of  First  Fruits.’  Another  name  for  Shavuoth 
is  Pentecost,  derived  from  the  Greek  word 
meaning  the  fiftieth  day.  Shavuoth  falls  on 
the  fiftieth  day  from  the  second  day  of 
Passover. 

To  commemorate  our  ancient  harvest  fes- 
tival, we  decorate  our  Synagogues  and 
homes  with  sheaves  of  wheat  and  flowers. 
In  Israel  today,  the  different  colonies  send 
their  first  fruits,  and  amid  joyous  celebra- 
tion present  them  to  the  Jewish  National 
Fund. 

According  to  Rabbinic  tradition,  Shavuoth 
also  commemorates  the  giving  of  the  Torah 
at  Mount  Sinai,  and  is,  therefore,  known 
too,  at  Zman  Matan  Torosenu  (the  season 
of  Law-Living.) 

Thus  Shavuoth,  in  addition  to  completing 
the  harvest  season  which  began  on  the  Pass- 
over,  symbolizes  the  complete  emancipa- 
tion of  our  people.  On  Passover  they  were 
physically  liberated  from  bondage  and  on 
Shavuoth  they  were  spiritually  freed.  Pass- 
over  commemorates  the  birth  of  Jewish 
nationhood,  and  Shavuoth  commemorates 
the  birth  of  the  Jewish  religion.  Together 
they  form  the  eternal  synthesis  of  religio- 
nationalism  which  has  served  as  the  found- 
ation of  Jewish  life. 

On  the  first  eve  of  Shavuoth,  learned 
men  study  the  Tikkun,  an  abridgement  of 
the  Bible,  Talmud  and  the  Cabbalistic 
writings  in  order  to  review  the  most  im- 
portant teachings  of  Judaism.  The  Book

in  the  Chateau  Laurier  Hotel.  Ottawa 
Jewry  will  thus  join  communities  through- 
out the  country  who  are  making  an  all-out 
effort  to  raise  $2, 500,000.00  for  the  relief, 
rehabilitation  and  transportation  of  the 
remnants  of  European  Jewry  to  Israel  and 
other  countries. 

Ottawa’s  quota  this  year  has  been  set  at 
$50,000.00.  Participating  agencies  are  the 
J.D.C.,  the  J.I.A.S.,  Israeli  Mo’Ess  Chitten 
and  European  Mo'Ess  Chitten. 

On  Monday  evening,  May  23,  a Pre- 
Campaign  Dinner  Rally  will  be  held  at  7:00 
p.m.  in  the  Vestry  Rooms  of  the  Adath 
Jeslnirun  Congregation,  King  Edward  Ave.

saw  at  first  hand  the  gigantic  relief  pro- 
gram of  the  J.D.C.  in  operation.  Keen 
personal  understanding  coupled  with  a sym- 
pathetic understanding  of  the  needs  of  the 
concentration  camp  survivors,  eminently 
qualifies  him  to  interpret  the  situation  in 
Europe. 

Guest  artist  Regina  Reznik,  young  Jew- 
ish dramatic  soprano  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  Company  literally  skyrocketed  to 
fame  after  winning  the  Auditions  of  the 
Air  in  1944.  American  born  and  American 
trained,  Miss  Reznik  has  often  been  called 
most  representative  of  the  achievement  of 
American  youth  in  music. 

She  has  won  wide  acclaim  for  her  per- 
formance of  the  leading  roles  in  “Carmen,” 
“Aida,”  “Madame  Butterfly,”  “Don  Gio- 
vanni” and  many  others.  After  a per- 
formance in  Cleveland,  a reviewer  wrote 
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SHAVUOTH  (FEAST  OF  WEEKS) 
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~uf  Ruth  is  read  during  Shavuoth  for  it 
gives  a colorful  description  of  the  grain 
harvest  in  ancient  times.  In  addition, 
it  relates  that  Ruth  was  the  great-grand- 
mother of  King  David  who  was  born  and 
died  on  Shavuoth  and  who  embraced  the 
faith  of  Israel  even  as  the  Jewish  people 
accepted  the  Torah  on  this  day. 

On  the  first  day  of  Shavuoth,  prior  to 
the  reading  of  the  Torah,  an  introductory 
poem  called  “Akdomuth”  is  read.  An 
English  translation  by  Israel  Zangwill  reads 
in  part: 

"Could  we  with  ink  the  ocean  fill 
Were  every  blade  of  grass  a quill 
Were  the  world  of  parchment  made 
And  every  man  a scribe  by  trade 
To  write  the  love  of  G-d  above 
Would  drain  the  ocean  dry; 

Xor  would  the  scroll  contain  the  whole 
Though  stretched  from  sky  to  sky.” 

As  for  the  Shavuoth  menu,  dairy  foods, 
cheese  cakes  and  "blintzes”  are  served. 
According  to  one  explanation,  dairy  food 
and  honey  are  eaten  because  the  Torah 
is  compared  to  milk  and  honey  which  both 
sustain  and  sweeten  life.  Many  eat  the 
inangulai  Krcpiaeli  symoonzing  Ui(r'"u'iY.1' 
fold  Bible  (Torah,  Prophets,  Writings) 
given  to  the  three  fold  people  (composed 
of  Priests,  Levites,  Israelites)  by  the  third 
child  (Moses,  after  Aaron  and  Miriam)  in 
the  third  month  of  the  year.  Thus  the 
food  of  the  day  is  made  symbolic  of  the 
Shavuoth  festival. 

Today,  with  happy  hearts  the  Jewish 
people  can  once  again  celebrate  the  ancient 
harvest  season  on  their  ancestral  soil.

TRIAL  AND  ERROR,  The  Autobiography 
of  Chaim  Weizmann.  Harper  and  Bros.  New 
York.  1949.  843  pp.  $5.00. 

Dr.  Weizmann,  Scientist,  Statesman  and 
Jew,  here  tells  the  story  of  his  life,  his 
youth,  his  education,  his  love  of  Zion 
from  early  childhood,  and  his  growth  to 
leadership  in  the  Zionist  world.  This  is  a 
human  document  in  the  development  of  a 
land  and  a nation.  In  these  pages  are  re- 
corded many  of  the  incidents  heretofore 
unknown  by  many,  that  added  to  the  suc- 
cesses and  failures,  to  the  delays  and 
hindrances,  of  the  achievement  of  the 
Jewish  goal — nationhood. 

While  we  do  not  agree  with  Dr.  Wciz- 
rnann’s  attitude  toward  certain  leaders,  and 
while  we  feel  that  a number  of  personali- 
ties (like  our  own  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  J. 
Freiman)  should  not  have  been  omitted 
from  this  volume,  no  man  is  perfect,  and 
this  man’s  patience,  his  unfailing  love  for 
his  people,  his  dedication  to  the  Zionist 
ideal,  kept  him  tenaciously  at  his  post, 
until  the  Jewish  people  attained  their 
goal.  It  is  in  one  of  his  final  chapters, 
that  Dr.  Weizmann,  with  prophetic  zeal 
describes  the  goal  of  the  Jewish  State,  to- 
ward which  it  will  work,  and  which  it  will 
have  to  achieve  through  trial  and  error, 
and  experience — “the  building  of  a high 
civilization,  based  upon  the  austere  Stand- 
ards of  Jewish  Ethics.  And,  if  the  Jewish 
people  center  their  activities  on  genuine 
values,  whether  in  industry,  agriculture, 
science,  literature  or  art,  then  G-d  will  look 
down  benignly  on  His  children,  who  after 
a long  wandering  have  come  home  to  serve 
Him  with  a psalm  on  their  lips  and  a 
spade  in  their  hands,  reviving  their  old 
country  and  making  it  a center  of  human 
civilization”.
